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The Man Who Came Back 



On a summer evening fourteen 
years ago, two constables in a little 
English seaside town saw a mnn 
clamber up the side of a temporarily 
unoccupied house. They went in, 
to meet a small, little young man, 
extraordinarily swarthy, who had 
entered through an attic window. 

Asked what he was doing there, he 
answered, with an esay smile, that 
he hfid come to eat supper with 
friends who lived there. ** Who are 
they?*' asked the constables. He 
could not remember 

In the police station, and later in 
court, he told most frankly about 
himself. He was twenty-five, he 
said, the son of a retired chemist of 
means, and his position was that of 
foreign correspondent for a well- 
known firm in London whose mem- 
bers were close triends of his. 

The truth of all this was establish- 
ed easily enough. His dazed old 
father journeyed from his somewhat 
distant home to testify to his son's 
.social standing and to the fact that 
he never lacked money His busi- 
ness reputation was proved to be not 
only good, but rather distingui.shed, 
and he was noted for his extraordi- 
nary talent for foreign languages. 

But against the hard fact that he 
had been caught in a hou.se which he 
had entered through a window, he 
could offer only an explanation so 
fantastic that even his father refused 
to believe it. He had been on a 
solitary yachting cruise, he said, had 
put in at the town, and had met ac- 
quaintances on the pier who invited 
him to supper. In a freakish mood 
he had resolved to suprise them by 
entering their residence as he did. 

He could not remember their 
names. He could not remember 
even the name of the street where 
ihey lived. **! got to the wrong 
house," he insisted, lightly, **that's 
all V 

At last the magistrate became in- 
dignant and sentenced him to three 
months' imprisonment at hard labor. 
It was the beginning of a long series 
of similar imprisonments. Four 
years later, when a noted English 
police court missionary interested 
himself in his case, he had just been 
arreated for the tenth time. 

He was twenty-nine then, and an 
apparently hopeless outlaw, for he 
mocked the police, played deaf and 
dumb, and otherwise showed a quite 
wanton spirit. But the missionary, 
deeply attracted to the queer fellow 
with the deep, strange eyes, made a 
hard fight for the prisoner's confi- 
dence, and won it. 

** I can't resist an attic window,** 
the man said at last. ** My eyes 
just naturally turn upward. It*s a 
ca.se of being ruined by one's gifts, 
if you like. I shall never do any 
good where there are houses with 
attics. I might be out of temptitiori 
on a sailing ship ; or a Bedouin en- 
campment—no attics there. Tunder- 
stand." 

The words gave the missionary a 
hope. He induced the magistrate 
to suspend sentence, and within a 
month saw his protege bound out- 
ward on a .sailing ship for a voyage 
by way of the Suez Canal to Colom- 
Ix) in Ceylon. 

He heard from his man once. It 
was a cheerful letter that gave the 
missionary hope But when the 
ship returned to England, the cwp 
tain brought news that *' Black 
Walt," as they called him aboard, 
had deserted at Colombo. 

To Robert Holmes, the mission- 
ary, came more than a hundred 
letters a week regularly from men 
whom he had set right. Week after 
week and month lifter month he 
looked through them eagerly for 
something from the man who had 
interested him more than any of the 
thou.sands of broken men with whom 
he had dealt. 

Thus passed six years. So arriv- 
ed the year 1914, when a little flame 
m a Bo.nnian city .set fire to all the 
continents and to the seven seas. 
The year 191 4 pa.ssed, and a great 
fjart of 1915. The .som!)re glory of 
Gallipoli approached that end which 
England with a heavy heart already 
could forecast. Even while its ter- 
rible splendor still .shone, lingli.sh 
hearts and English fears were bent 
still further east where, half lost to 
human knowledge. General Town- 
shend's indomitable army was strug- 
gling up the valley of the Tigris, 
thoroifgh the withering heats of 
Meso]>otamia*s nights, toward the 
khalif city, Bagdad. 



In tiiat fierce time of dread and 
hope and furious work and vast dis- 
ruption of all accustomed life, the 
police-court worker quite forgot the 
bit of human jetsam that he had 
tried to help once long ago — im- 
measurably long ago, as all such 
things seemed. But then came the 
sign. Strangely it came out of 
Mesopotamia. It came in the form 
of a stained packet, soiled by much 
wandering, many handlings. It con- 
tained a litter of torn paper scraps, 
with fine pencil markings. Twenty- 
five of them there were ripped into 
bizzare shapes, and there were many 
hours of labor before they were 
pieced together. They read : 

** Somewhere in Mesopotamia a 
poor deiif mute, a slender swarthy, 
agile Bedouin about my own age and 
so like me that I could own him as a 
brother — somewhere in this laud 
that afflicted creature wanders, all 
unable to comprehend what his Mo- 
hammedan countrymen, their Turk- 
ish masters and the German super- 
bosses are about. 

'* Respecting his affliction as one 
by the hand of Allah, they suffer 
him to wander among their cani^s 
and entrenchments. They gaze 
upon him half amused, half pitying, 
as he views exposed cannon in child- 
like wonderment. They lead him 
into trenches for the pleasure of see- 
ing his terror at engines of destruc- 
tion. They give him food ; and as 
he eats they talk over their plans in 
German and Turkish, for he is deaf, 
he cannot hear : he is dumb and 
ignorant, he cannot tell. 

"He moves on, and no one stays 
him. He is afflicted. He must be left 
alone. Thus he wanders from Turk- 
ish camp to camp. Thus, too, he 
wanders now and then far off to the 
British line. 

" Some of the British soldiers 
found him so— a poor starveling 
who had crawled up to their defenc 
es, ready to perish. He ale the food 
they gave him, but he spat on the 
ground to show that he cursed the 
infidel dogs. They tried to make 
him hear or speak, but failed. He 
grew weary of them and wandered 
on, till by chance he reached head- 
quarters. 

•* In February, 191 5, two mouths 
before General Townshend's hope- 
flessly isolated army surrendered at 
last in Kut el Amara after grim de- 
fence, came a second packed with 
another litter of torn scraps. 

"The deaf mute deserves your 
sympathy, for affliction has -been 
added to affliction. When he wan- 
dered back to his Mohammedan bro- 
thers, they received him with some 
suspicion, because his visit to the 
British camp had become known. 
They fired rifles close behind his 
ears to see if he would start. Thev 
placed him alongside of a big gun 
and fired it till the concussion made 
him bleed from ears and nostrils 
He satisfied them that he heard not 
the semblance of a sound. 

Hot irons were used to test his 
powers of speech. These being in 
effective, though they made scars 
that will never vanish, they tried 
tearing out a few finger nails. 
Tears rained down his cheeks, but 
he uttered no more than a guttural 
moan. Then they were convinced. 
The pious ones prayed lest venge- 
ance fall on them for adding to the 
sorrows of one whom Allah had 
afflicted. They treated him with 
marked kindness. He wandered up 
and down through their lines as of 
old. 

" A week later the' deaf-mute Bed- 
ouin wretch turned up in the lines 
again. Gangrene had followed that 
tearing out of finger-nails, and the 
doctors had to lake off his left arm. 
Then a marvel happened. He began 
to speak. Vengeance fell heavily 
upon those miserable followers of 
the true Prophet. He gave away 
all their plans, describing positions 
and batteries and encampment with 
an accuracy quite amazing in a 
simple child of the desert. 

" He is rather a wreck now. He 
had drunk foul water, and dysentery 
was added to the trouble with his 
arm." 

"I did want you to know that 
that scamp of a deaf-mute who put 
you to the trouble and expense of 
sending him to sea, only to desert 
within the year, had British blood 
and British pluck in him, and his 
devilments helped him when the lime 
came. I knew no army drill ; be- 
sides, I guessed they might sniff out 
my character if I applied for enlist* 
meat. It struck me that I might 



work off my deaf and dumb trick on 
the Turks and perhaps bring a little 
information if I came across German 
officers. They would hardly expect 
a beggar Bedouin mute to know their 
language. Well, it came off ; and 
three finger-nails and then an arm 
came off were added as a sort of 
make-up. But I played the game 
better than I did when less depended 
on it. 

" I have slipped away as I came 
I could do no more good there — a bit. 
of a wreck physically and my spy 
game played out. But somebody is 
waiting for me at home, thank God. 
I wish everbody could be sure of snch 
a welcome as I shall get. It will be 
happy for all. Good luck to you, 
sir : good-bye. 

Again the letter changed to the 
personal note : 

" I must say a word about myself. 
I saw a little place near Aden as we 
sailed through the Red Sea on that 
ship, and I was dreaming about it all 
the way to Colombo. It was a 
pretty place, plentifully w»ooded. 
Of course ther was a woodman in it. 
seen at Aden. The stars favored 
me. The little spot became my 
home. I have my wife there. If 
I brought her to England, people 
would turn up their nose because she 
IS not white-skinned. But she is 
pure as a lily, and her heart is gold 
lam longing to see her again, as 
pretty a mother of as pretty a pair 
of girls and as bonnie a lad as ever 
were born. What do I care if they 
are dark-skinned ? If I were not 
swarthy myself, where would my 
bit of spying have come in?*' 

And a message more strange than 
this arrived in October, 1916. It 
was a packet that contained what 
seemed at first sight only some queer 
botanical specimens — coarse dried 
grasses surrouiiduig a single stalk of 
some kind of orchid with a withered 
bud. There was not scrap of writ- 
ing in the bundle, but one day when 
Mr. Holmes picked the withered bud 
apart, he found within it a mass of 
tightly packed paper pellets. They 
made three separate letters, when at 
last, after endless labor they were 
pieced together. The first in order 
of date said : 

" That deaf-mute had a job to get 
home. He reached Bosra more dead 
than alive, but there by the g:raceof 
Allah he met his father-in-law, 
whose ship took him home to Aden. 
He set out instantly for his home, 
coming up to the fringe of date-palms 
before his little place as the sun sank 
Bnt the sight which met him made 
him cry out in terror. Where his 
d ^veiling place had been was a heap 
of dsht'S. Instinct told him what 
had chanced. The enemy had dis- 
covered and avenged his service to 
Britain. 

Down he went on the ashes in an 
agony of grief. Weak and ill he 
fainted. Surely he had died of a 
broken heart, but presently a tender 
arm supported his head. A gentle 
voice coaxed him. He saw his 
angel of deliverance. Holding his 
head upon her breast, of soft arms 
around him as they might have 
clasj)ed a little child, was she whose 
spirit had accompanied him in all 
his wandering— his precious, lovely 
womanly wife. She would not let 
him speak a word. His children 
she told him were at hand, safe and 
sound. 

"They carried him by easy stages 
to her father's place miles away, 
where health and strength came 
back, and they told him that Tur- 
kish horsemen had swooped down 
from the north and razed his place. 
But she had remained in the neigh- 
l>orhood, waiting tor him to return." 

The second letter dated some 
months later said: 

" My Bedouin is himself again^ 
thanks be to Allah. He was at Aden 
yesterday. And there he heard 
German si>oken by two white men 
whom the Arabs though to be British. 
He placed himself in their way near 
an unfrequented warehouse in a nar- 
row lane, and spread his mat to make 
his devotions. Ignoring his presence 
they spoke of clocks which Arabs 
were to be hired to put aboard British 
vessels among the coal. 

"That night thi» mute Bedouin 
managed, despite his lack of an arm. 
to chamber into the building. He 
crept to the chaml>er inhabited by 
the infidel pair and listened to talk 
concerning a great arsenal near 
Bagdad. One told of orders he had 
for the Turkish commander of that 
arsenal, whither he was proceeding 
after distributing his store of clocks. 



He exhibited a gaudy uniform, 
which lay in a tin box. Then the 
two went away. 

" Before dawu tuat uniform was 
the property of the Bedouin mute. 
With four Arab boatmen of his 
father-in-law's tribe, he had carried 
away the clocks and the uniform 
pnt them into the hold of an Arab 
trading vessel close by. In less than 
a month I hope to reach Bosra. I 
have reasons for wanting to reach 
that spot. I owe something to the 
men who fired my house. I am iro- 
ing right in the jaws of the enemy. 
If I win I will tell you. If I lose, I 
fear I shall not be able. News of 
that arsenal up the Tigris has sent 
me off again I hope a littie plan I 
have made will work. 

The third and last letter said : 

" Now I will tell you of my Bed- 
ouin. He went up the Tigris in a 
motor-boat which his father-in-law 
had bought before the war. On the 
seventh morning from Bosra he saw 
the date palms and ' minarettes of 
Bagdad . 

"Steering for a hut on shore, he 
roused the sleepers. He was no 
longer a mute, or a Bedouin, but a 
German officer exhibiting his uni- 
form under a cloak. They hurried 
to provide bearers for the stuff he 
had brought, and he was conveyed 
with his goods into the very gates 
of the arsenal he had .sought. 

" Marching to the Turkish colonel 
in charge, he was received with true 
oriental courtesy but with little 
favor. They were supsicious at first, 
but by night-fall he was master there; 
and he knew that certain directions 
that he gave for the safeguarding of 
his stores would be obeyed. His 
clocks were wound up and going 
beautiful. He betook himself into 
Bagdad for an hour or two, on busi- 
ness. About midnight the arsenal 
blew up with a tremendous roar 
which shook the earth, while flames 
ascended hundreds of yards. He 
heard and left and saw from his boat 
as he tore down the river. 

"Rejoining his family at Bosra, 
he sailed back with them to Mocha- 
and there he pledged a band of 
Arabs, friends of his father-in-law. 
by inviolable oaths to follow him to 
ttie death, on the one condition that 
all plunder take from those maraud- 
ing Turks, who had destroyed his 
home, should be theirs. The hire- 
lings earned their wage to the full. 
The Turks who did him injury are 
no more, 

" Now the Bedouin is back at 
Mocha again, happy with his family, 
except for the accursed dysentry. 
Nothing stays -it. I write feeling 
that the question of his recovery is 
doubtful indeed. 

" Well, I have nothing to grum- 
ble at. I have had my innings. 
It is a solemn feeling I have. None 
are far away. Time is nothing and 
distance nothing. You are thousands 
of miles away, but I see and hear 
vou clearly. I have not been what 
I might. Also, I have been mis- 
understood somewhat." 

So ended the record of the man 
who had been of the array of broken 
men. He had done his task and his 
tale was told. 

In the end of August. 1916, an 
Arab woman appeared at a mission 
hospital leading a horse on which 
rested her husband. The mission 
surgeons foutid him to bean English- 
man who had losi. an arm and whose 
body was scarred by burning. He 
died within a few days. --/«//a.y W. 
Mulle, in Red Cross Magazine, 
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Li'uUoiiHnl Charles (l^iiK^s, U. S 
R., was a vinitor on Tuesday evon 
ing, January 28tli, of Principil 
Hiul Mrs Gardner. Lieut. GnRies 
is H native of Aikausas, a ul ims 
yeen ten mouths service overseas 
as a pilot and also as an observer. 
He visited the Protean Society 
while they were in their loom from 
the hoursof 9 t<j 10 o'clock.

He had 
leins attached to his arms, snd the 
observer manoenvered around until 
he wa^ tiirectly over the obj''ctive, 
ami then the Inimb was released 
The occupants of the airplane 
could not discern whether they had 
accompli8heil the de8truction or 
not, AS German airplane .scouts 
always ap[»eared in nnialier?^ just as 
the bomb was released. In hi^jh 
attitudes airplanes ciiry sixl^^eti 
tioiubs, in low altituoes, twenty- 
eiiiht l>ombs. Knch bomb weighn 
twenty pounils 

He also told about the destruction 
of the rHilrond at Nnyan, wtiich 
WHS a valuable railroad of the 
G Ttnan troop'^, as ali the supplies 
of MdntditUer came from Noyan. 
Two hiHidred siul fifty plHiies took 
part in thfs affair. A CHUionfliued 
Hmmniiition plHiU was also de>trt»y 
ed It was dismiised as a ho^pttHl. 
Catb'i Lieute»iant Mc Vernon 
observe*! a small ribtion on Lieut. 
G^iines' coat and asked what it was 
Lieut. Gtines said it was tl»e rll>bnn 
of the '* Croix tie Guerre," where 
upon he was heartily corvuratulated 
iy all his listHueia. But when 
asked why he ^cot it, he stated they 
" jnst KHve it to him.'*

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In this wbok wide world there is 
no special class of civilized people to 
whom periods of recreation are more 
vitally important than to the deaf. 

Their lives are spent in a hush of 
srtence beyond the realization of 
those who have not experienced it. 
Theirs is not the quiet stillness that 
is so soothing to people whose nerves 
are disturbed by the discordance of 
numerous noises. Rather it as the 
blank nothingness that oppresses the 
totally deaf, and from which there 
1^ no relief in change of situation or 
occupation. 

Even at work the condition of deaf- 
ness is manifestly a burden. Their 
fellow workmen can banter and joke 
at' their daily toil with little hind- 
rance to their efiBciency as workmen ; 
bat the deaf, with their eyes on their 
on their tasks, are practically prison- 
ers in solitary confinement. Is it any 
wonder that they yearn for the socie- 
ty of others similarly afflicted and en- 
joy to the utmost the friendly inter- 
change of news and views? Is it 
surpriskig to any one of ordinary 
senseaadjsentiment, that the gesture 
language— signs and the finger al- 
phabet — is very dear to them ? 

Since entertainment, like in 
struction, mtist be addressed to the 
eyes of the deaf, in order to be ap 
predated, they naturally enough 
are eager devotees of all kinds of 
athletic sport— such as base ball, foot 
ball, tennis, and in the winter basket 
ball, skating and coasting. All of 
which looks good and satisfactory, 
and may impel the query *' What 
more do they want or need to drown 
monotony and drive dull care away?" 
But listen, these are the sports of 
boyhood which can he indulged 
without loss of time or money, and 
which fits them with the courage 
and the ability that helps surmount 
the obstacles in after-school life. 
There \s more work than play for 
^ the adult deaf, and consequently 
iiiucb more nee^' for that which 
heightens the sj ^me 

colot to existence. iiat the 

deaf are glum or even discouraged. 
The opposite is the case; they are 
cheefful, hopeful and eac^cr members 
of every com which they 

live. Nevertheless, their lives are 
more steadily, poised if rfain 

degree of wholesome recreauon be 
among their opportunities.

To some, 
even the colorless, soundless, motions 
of the lips convey intelligence that 
can be grasped. But there is and 
always will be more depth and soul 
and meaning brought to their inner 
consciousness through the language 
of signs. 

The minister in the pulpit, who 
expounds the Gospel in impressive 
gestures, while his homilies may not 
be classed as recreation, brings 
solace and comfort to the deaf way- 
farers along the road of life.

Detroit— Historic— Modern 



Eighty-two years have lapsed into 
oblivion since the time chronicled in 
my last epistle, and the portrayal of 
Modern Detroit, herein given. 

Father Time has reversed his me- 
thods in the case of Detroit. Instead 
of crumbling and decaying by the 
touch of age. he has infused the city 
with the elixir of youth, causing a 
steady and healthy growth, until 
phoenix like, from its own ashes, it 
has risen and spread over an area of 
over eighty square miles of territory. 
The city is beautifully situated on 
the west bank of the Detroit River, 
and has twelve miles of river 
frontage, and there are over eight 
hundred miles streets within its 
boundaries, with 593 miles paved. 
Modern arclitecture predominates 
its broad thoroughfares, and beauti- 
ful parks are scattered throughout 
its domains, while safe waterways 
are always at the disposal of its in- 
habitants for either business or 
pleasure. 

The growth in population was 
steady and normal, until the advent 
of the automobile industry, when it 
began to climb, in leaps and bounds, 
making a showing in 1918, of 925,- 
000 souls, which gives us a claim to 
fourth place in the ranking cities of 
the Union, 

Detroit is centrally located in the 
Middle West, owns its own water 
works system and electric light plant, 
has 22 lending hotels with all modern 
facilities; supports 123 banks, has 38 
parks, and several beautiful boule- 
vards, one of which encircles the City 
from the Belle Isle bridge approach 
on the East Side to the river front 
on the west side. It has 13 r public 
schools and 75 private schools; twen- 
ty-six library stations, and twelve 
branches; seventeen theatres, and 
128 moving picture houses; 311 
churches, embracing all denomina- 
tions, 12 city hospitals, the largest 
and most beautiful being the Ford 
Hospital on Grand Boulevard; five 
large dailies chronicle its current 
events, while 2700 manufacturing 
plants, 30 automobile accessary 
plants, furnish the means of a liveli- 
hood for its vast throng of humanity, 
and 293 miles of street car line.s are 
interwoven throughout its reaches. 
Detroit has the unique position of 
having quite a large sized-city vir- 
tually in its pocket, as it has the 
city of Highland Park, with a po- 
pulation of over 30,000 people, 
entirely surrounded. 

With its leading railway lines, 
safe waterways, large fleet of ex- 
cusrion steamers, its own and near- 
by pleasure resorts, Detroit is ac- 
knowledged to be the Convention 
City of America. 

The finest fleet of passenger 
steamers en fresh water in the 
world hail from this port, and 
during the last season they ac- 
commodated more than i2^ooo,oco 
passengers without the loss of a sin- 
gle life. 

It would take a more facile pen 
than mine to describe the multifold 
interests that Detroit holds for the 
the visiting granger, so ray advice 
to you one and all, in to put away 
a few dimes each day, and when the 
curtain raises for the N. A. D 
Convention, you can all come and 
sse for yourselves, and believe me, 
you wili not go home disappointed.

A Board the Uiran^ as she nosed 
out to the deep channel and headed 
up river foi her next distant point 
of call, things resumed their wonted 
quiet.

The shii'inaster niove<l on and de 
seehded to the lower deck. HIni 
self a Mohammedan, the seratig 
could have little love for this Hindu 
stranger. 

The Ghurka, whose n«me was 
Sukhman Sah, was on his way t<» 
'»ffer himselt for enlisttnent in a 
Ghurka regiment of the Indian 
army. Well content he was with 
this prospect, but for one thing 
After paying his ^passage to thn 
distant cantonment town, he would 
have no meana wherewith to brinu 
Ids faroiite younger biother to join 
liim there. His anxious proidem 
was how honorably to come by the 
necessary sum.

Perhaps the readers will be sur- 
prised when informed that Michigan 
was once a slave territory, or that 
the City of Detroit, for a period of 
nearly one luindred years, included 
a considerable number of slaves in 
its population. Toe early French 
settlers lived lar^jely by trading 
with the ludiaos. At first ihey 
nought furs only, but each spring 
the Indians of IMiehigan would 
make war raids into territory south 
and w*^8t, and they would bring 
back captives whom they sometimes 
killed l»y torture, but later iher 
ft>und it mor(* profitable to sell them 
to the whiJe senlersas slavi s. Most 
of these Indian slaves were from 
the Pawnee tribe. 

Later negro slaves wei'e brought 
iuut ih ' East, principally in the State 
of New York. When the British 
look possession in 1760 they found 
quite a number of slaves, Indian 
and negro, and Ihey coniinued the 
pr letioe. 

The census of the district in 1773 
showed forty six men and ihiriy- 
niiie slaves, in a couiinunily that 
numbered less than three hundred 
atlult white men. In 1782 there 
were one hurHtred and seventy nine 
slaves in Detroit The ordinance 
"f 1787 fi»rUa<ie slavery in the 
Nortliwest Teriitory, tint D»*t mit- 
ers paid no attention to this Con- 
'^litntionHl Act Tliere w«^re enough 
nei;ro»« in Detioit in 1807, slaves 
and free, to enable Governor Hull 
to organize a Company of Colored 
Militia. 

In 1818 the assessor for Wayne 
County made slaves taxalde pro- 
perty, an<l this proved a tliseourwife- 
inent to slave holding. By 1832
